A report on the cost of a 
new planning survey be¬ 
tween Sierra Madre Blvd. 
and Esperanza will be pre¬ 
sented to the City Council 
next Tuesday night. 

City Administrator 
Lawrence C. Bevington said 
he has contacted three plan¬ 
ning consultants and will 
present their cost figures to 
the Council. The area under 
study comprises the business 
and residential block from 
Baldwin to Hermosa, be¬ 
tween Sierra Madre Blvd. 
dan Esperanza. 

IF FINANCIALLY feasible, 
the study will be made and 
is expected to guide the 
Council in development of 
the block. 

A report also will be made 
on the emergency county aid 
program which the Council 
may adopt. The emergency 
program, in' effect in areas of 
LAs Angeles County since 
July 1, 1957, operates as 
follows: 

An accident occurs and a 
police officer arrives at the 
scene. If the injured person 
is unconscious or unable to 
specify a doctor or hospital, 
the nearest officially desig¬ 
nated ambulance is used and 
the person is taken to the 
nearest medical facility. 

If the injured person is 
conscious or a relative is 
available, free choice of doc¬ 
tor or hospital facility is 
available. 

ALL PATIENTS who are 

able to do so must pay their 
own way. The City of Sierra 
Madre would pay for am¬ 
bulance service for indigent 
patients and for “dry runs.” 
The advantages, according 
to Mr. Bevington, would be 
ready admittance to a hos¬ 
pital and guaranteed ambu¬ 
lance service, since payment 
is backed by the county and 
city. 

Under the present -system 
in Sierra Madre, police in 
many cases first call a doc¬ 
tor-, to the scene and then he 
must call an ambulance. 
This, according to medical 
men, is a waste of time. 

Mr. Bevington, in addition, 
will recommend that the city 
conduct a special population 
estimate. Evidence indicates, 
the city administrator said, 
that the population here has 
increased about 600 since the 
last census. 

IF TRUE, the city could 
collect about $4,500 more per 
year from the state in gas 
and sales taxes, Mr. Beving¬ 
ton said. If his estimate is 
correct, the present popula¬ 
tion of Sierra Madre is ap¬ 
proximately 9,350. 

Other items on Tuesday’s 
Council agenda include dis¬ 
cussion of several new and 
revised ordinances, two ap¬ 
peals from the recent Man- 
zanita Ave. zone change, and 
further exploration of the 
status of the local cemetery.

Better Rapport Needed 

How far should city officials go to inform the 
people of pending legislation? 

This question must surely have been in many 
persons’ minds at the last two City Council meetings. 
The Council for many months has been revising and 
writing new ordinances which are supposed to be 
for the benefit of all the people. 

The ordinances have been listed several times 
in The Sierra Madre Nws. Council meetings and 
Council study sessions are open to the public. Records 
of meetings and the text of proposed new laws are 
available in City Hall for anybody who wants to 
see them. 

YET WHEN the Council finally got around to 
giving the ordinances their second and final reading, 
there was a wave of protest from taxpayers who 
apparently knew little or nothing about the pro¬ 
posed laws until a few days before Tuesday’s meeting. 

The protests were so insistent, in fact, that the 
council once again postponed passage of the new 
laws. 

And it must be admitted that many of the ob¬ 
jections were legitimate. 

Why so many of the people were ignorant of 
the ordinances is a mystery. Citizens in a democracy 
must surely assume some responsibility. It can even 
be said that it is the duty of the voters to inform 
themselves, not, for example, to expect city officials 
to call each individual on the telephone or to mail 
thousands of postcards informing every household of 
every piece of pending legislation. 

Nevertheless, it seems evident that the line of 
communication between City Hall and the residents 
of Sierra Madre is inadequate. Perhaps The Sierra 
Madre News is partially to blame for not presenting 
city affairs in a more understandable fashion. 

LEGAL NOTICES, it seems, are not widely read, 
primarily because few of us are accustomed to wad¬ 
ing through the tortuous passages, the whereases and 
the therefores, so common to legal phraseology. 

Perhaps the publication of clearly worded sum¬ 
maries, concise and to the point, of what proposed 
new ordinances mean would help. 

In any event, something should be done to make 
sure the citizens have an opportunity to find out 
what is coming up. This is something for the mem¬ 
bers of the City Council to think about. H.W.E. 

'Seward’s Ice Box’ 

Alaska, once ridiculed as “Seward’s Ice Box,” 
has turned out to be stocked with more goodies than 
snowballs and polar bears. 

When Secretary of State William Seward 
bought Alaska from Russia for $7,200,000 in 1867, 
many American taxpayers and senators denounced 
it as an icy wasteland. But the new state has paid 
back its cost hundreds of times in the value of its 
resources. 

THE 1959 annual supplemen of The World Book 
Encyclopedia says Alaska’s annual production now 
amount to approximately 160 million dollars—more 
than 21 times the purchase price of the territory. 

The waters off Alaska’s shores are the world’s 
richest in salmon and halibut. Forests cover 375,000 
square miles—an area twice as large as the four 
Scandinavian countries. Oil was discovered in com¬ 
mercial quantities in 1957. 

ONLY 2 per cent of Alaska’s 586,400 square 
miles has been surveyed. But 31 of the 33 strategic 
minerals needed by th U.S. alrady have been found 
there.

The writer deplores the 
use of children in fund-rais¬ 
ing campaigns as a mod¬ 
ern day curse. Is this 

really any different from 
the manning of lemonade 
stands, the selling of prod¬ 
ucts of family gardens, the 
trick-or-treat at Hallowe’en, 
all for personal gain? Let 
them do both kinds of fund¬ 
raising, if they learn to use 
ingenuity, initiative, ener¬ 
gy to reach their goals. 

The writer states that the 
children in “begging for the 
Worthy Cause,” are “denied 
the privilege of learning 
honest industry—or charity.” 
Is it more virtuous perhaps 
to sell one’s services (e.g. 
mowing laws or baby sit¬ 
ting) than to sell goods? 

Aren’t they learning char¬ 
ity, when, by their personal 
efforts, these children help 
to maintain summer camps 
that are run quite inexpens¬ 
ively so many children may 
attend, rather than the few 
who can afford higher rates? 

THE WRITER pans the 
“adult planning” as though 
it were some cabalistic ef¬ 
fort designed to undermine 
the moral fiber of our youth. 

There is planning, natur¬ 
ally, to assure a decently 
and efficiently run cam¬ 
paign. There is also careful 
planning of safety regula¬

THE BIG TEST FOR "LJB" 

—The best thing to do, Lyn¬ 
don B. Johnson's worried 
friends were saying, is to 
pretend it didn’t happen. Act 
as if there is no Sen. Wil¬ 
liam Proxmire from Wiscon¬ 
sin. At all costs don’t get 
into a name-calling contest. 

In the first wefek after 
Proxmire brought out in the 
open the undercurrent of re¬ 
sentment against the Tex¬ 
an’s leadership that’s the 
course Johnson’s friends fol¬ 
lowed. There has been only 
one serious answer to Prox- 
mire’s demand for “more 
democracy and less autoc¬ 
racy” by the Democratic 
Leader. It came from Sen. 
Richard Neuberger of Ore¬ 
gon. 

Many people were sur¬ 
prised, but they need not 
have been. Neuberger has 
long admired Johnson’s skill 
as a politician. It was Neu¬ 
berger who set the theme, 
since repeated by Johnson’s 
political friends, namely, 
that Proxmire is something 
of an ingrate for voicing his 
feelings in public. 

THERE ARE those who 
like Proxmire and those who 
do not. Proxmire may be in 
the independent liberal tra¬ 
dition of Wisconsin’s Bob 
LaFollette. Or he may be a 
brash young man who wants 
to project himself into the 
national limelight in a 
hurry. Too little is still 
known of the man to be sure 
into what category he fits. 

But Proxmire isn’t the 
issue, either. 

The question is who de¬ 
termines Democratic policy 
in the Senate and what is 


that policy going to be? Is 
it going to be senators from 
states with less than 10 per 
cent of the population of the 
country many of whom are 
beholden to big oil compan¬ 
ies, Wall Street banks and 
the giant insurance com¬ 
bines? 

Or will the men who come 
from California, Illinois, 
Pennsylvania, New York, 
Massachusetts, Michigan 
and other populous areas at 
least be given a look-in? 

Of the entire Southern 
senate contingent only a 
handful can be said not to 
represent some special inter¬ 
est. 

SENIORITY WHEN CON¬ 
VENIENT — So far as the 
Proxmire incident was con¬ 
cerned Johnson’s big mis¬ 
take was to employ the sen¬ 
iority system in the Senate 
when it suited his conveni¬ 
ence and to ignore it when 
it suited his convenience. 

He by-passed Proxmire for 
the Senate Finance Commit¬ 
tee. Instead of Proxmire, he 
put two freshmen senators 
on the committee, one from 
Minnesota and one from In¬ 
diana. If Johnson had been 
consistent about the senior¬ 
ity custom he might still be 
the unchallenged political 
boss of the Senate. 

But it’s clear to many ob¬ 
servers here that Johnson’s 
fidelity is first to conserva¬ 
tive business interests, rath¬ 
er than blind adherence to 
the custom of seniority. 

The nation's big banking 
interests have looked suspi¬ 
ciously at Proxmire, even 
though he did a stint at J. P. 
Morgan and Co. after leav¬ 
ing Harvard Business School. 


They would not be happy 
with him on the committee. 

They are suspicious of him 
because he is suspicious of 
the "tight money” policy. He 
is asking too many ques¬ 
tions about what it may 
have done to the economy 
and who got rich out of it. 

But this isn’t the first time 
Johnson has ignored senior¬ 
ity, when he felt like it. For 
a while he kept Estes Ke- 
fauver from heading the 
Senate Anti-Trust Commit¬ 
tee when the big Tennessean 
seemed to be going after cer¬ 
tain utility companies, which 
are also said to ‘keep” some 
Southern senators. 

THE ISSUES Proxmire has 
raised won’t disappear. They 
will continue to pop up until 
they are met head on. 

How will Johnson handle 
Proxmire? More important 
how will he handle the issue 
posed by Proxmire? Will he 
call Democratic senators 
into a caucus more often 
than once a year? Will he 
allow' them to discuss sub¬ 
jects of national, local and 
party interest? Will he abide 
by majority decision on what 
bills should be called up and 
in what order? 

Or is that too democratic 
for the Democratic leader?

Your Congressman . . . 

Farm Price Supports Drain on Public 


By Edgar W. Hiestand 
Rep.. 21st Dist. Calif. 

In my opinion you have 
borne the burden of farm 
price supports patiently and 
well for too many years. I 
think you deserve relief from 
this oppressive and expen¬ 
sive program. Therefore, I 
have introduced two bills 
designed to give you that 
relief. 

The first one, H. R. 4273, 
would abolish all price sup¬ 
ports and acreage allot¬ 
ments, and I am sorry to re¬ 
port that it hasn’t a prayer 
in this Congress. The 86th 
Congress is so constituted as 
to preclude any such progres¬ 
sive legislation. I put in this 
bill as a token pfbtest, and 
I believe it will awaken a 
lot of people to the realities 
of this situation and. pave 
the way for an intermediate 
step in the right direction, 
which is spelled out in my 
second bill. 

THE SECOND bill would 
limit the amount that any 
one farm corporation or 
farmer can receive from 
price supports, soil bank, 
and conservation payments. 
The limitation is set at $5,000 
per year. There is a lot of 
very encouraging “behind 


the scenes” activity resulting 
from my introduction of this 
measure. It has brought to 
life many individuals, and 
groups who have fought this 
boondoggle over the years, 
but had been discouraged 
into silence by lack of prog¬ 
ress and support in Congress. 

My primary interest, in 
farm legislation is from the 
standpoint of the wage earn¬ 
er, the housewife, and the 
taxpayer. A list published in 
the Congressional Record 
last Sept. 12, named hun¬ 
dreds of farm corporations 
and farmers that received 
from $10,000 to $300,000 in 
price support payments. 

It is well known that up¬ 
wards to 85 per cent of the 
cash payments go to less 
than 15 per cent of the farm¬ 
ers. The people of the 21st 
District don’t want this type 
of farm legislation, and 
there is much evidence that 
their sentiment is shared by 
the majority of citizens na¬ 
tionwide. 

The complex and vexing 
system of support prices and 
controls started back in the 
depression days, as a New 
Deal measure. It was contin¬ 
ued during the war years as 
a means of stimulating farm 
production. Like many other 


Federal projects begun on a 
“temporary” basis, it be¬ 
comes more permanent with 
the passing of time, and 
eventually is looked upon as 
a "right' 1 by those who bene¬ 
fit directly from it. 

THE ENTIRE program 
should be abandoned, and 
the sooner the better. It is 
a two-edged sword swing¬ 
ing both ways against you, 
the taxpayer. You are the 
owner of the most fantastic 
surpluses of farm commodi¬ 
ties. You pick up the tab for 
storing these commodities, 
and that runs you $1,000,000 
a day. 

You pay the salaries of a 
vast army of government 
w o t k e r s who administer 
these programs. You are 
stung for higher grocery 
prices in the supermarket be¬ 
cause of artificial price lev¬ 
els. And finally, the entire 
expenditure adds to the in¬ 
flationary pressures that are 
forcing up your overall cost 
of living and depreciating 
your wages, pension, or in- 
vestmept income. 

It’s high time for some 
reason and sanity in oiur 
farm legislation, and I am 
hopeful we will make some 
headway at this session of 
Congress.

Californians spend a lot of 
time up in the air, figures 
produced by State Controller 
Alan Cranston showed yes¬ 
terday. 

Cranston reported his of- 
fice refunded a total of $2,- 
218,561 to aircraft operators 
in calendar year 1958, down 
$28,941 from the $2,247,502 
refunded in 1957. 

These figures are com¬ 
prised of the 6-cent motor 
vehicle fuel tax paid on gas¬ 
oline used in aviation and 
subject to refund because it 
is not used on the state’s 
highways. 

The gallonage on which 
the 1958 refunds were based 
totaled 36,976,011 gallons 
compared to 37,458,361 for 
1957, Cranston said. 

This does not include the 
gallonage consumed by most 
of the major air lines, which 
purchase their gasoline tax 
exempt by taking out a li¬ 
cense as a distributor and 
posting a bond up to a limit 
of $100,000 with the State 
Board of Equalization. 

Cranston’s office also ap¬ 
portioned $350,000 in unre¬ 
funded taxes on aviation

Progress Report . . . 

State-Wide Project Only Solution to Water Needs 


(This is the first of a 
weekly report to the people 
of California from the office 
of Gov. Brown. The report, 
which will run occasionally 
in The Sierra Madre News, 
is intended to keep the read¬ 
ers informed of the status of 
proposals made to the Legis¬ 
lature.) 

SACRAMENTO — A series 
of events illustrating Cali¬ 
fornia’s great water needs, 
both present and future, 
were cited by Gov. Edmund 
G. Brown this week in sup¬ 
port of holding the State's 
$160 million investment 
fund exclusively for the 
state’s expensive water de¬ 
velopment program. 

On March 2 he flew to San 
Luis Obispo to participate in 
the ground - breaking cere-' 
mony for the nearby Whale 
Rock Dam project. It will be 
built on a co-operative basis 
to serve the water needs of 
the San Luis Obispo campus 
of California Polytechnic 
College, the California Men’s 
Colony and the City of San 
Luis Obispo itself. 

THE GOVERNOR hailed 
the $7 million project, which 
is financed jointly by the 
state and city, for its contri¬ 
bution to the solution of the 
immediate problem, but 


added: 

"Local projects like this 
are not enough to meet the 
challenge of California's fu¬ 
ture growth. Only a state¬ 
wide water project which 
will meet the legitimate de¬ 
mands of all parts of the 
state, including San Luis 
Obispo, will do that.” 

Earlier, taking note of the 
dedication of Coalinga’s pio¬ 
neering brackish water con¬ 
version plant, he observed 
that the Fresno County city 
will thus reduce the cost of 
usable water there from 
$2,300 an acre foot (the cost 
of water shipped in railroad 
cars) to $485 an acre foot. 

When the State’s water 
program is complete, how¬ 
ever, the cost will be cut to 
roughly $50 an acre foot, he 
said. 

“There, obviously, is the 
ultimate solution,” the gov¬ 
ernor declared. “It is the so¬ 
lution not just for a commu¬ 
nity such as Coalinga, but 
for every community in the 
State that needs water now 
or in the future.” 

STATE DIRECTOR of water 
resources Haivey Banks, dis¬ 
cussed a third illustration of 
the scope of the problem at 
a Governor’s Council session, 
the first of the new adminis¬ 
tration. 


“We had estimated that 
Santa Maria would not get 
water under the state-wide 
program until the mid- 
I980’s,” Banks said. “Then 
the missile base went in 
there where the ground 
water basin is already over¬ 
drawn. Now water is needed 
desperately and a $100 mil¬ 
lion aqueduct will have to 
be built to handle the big 
population upsurge. The 
same could happen to any 
town or city in the state if 
it should suddenly find it¬ 
self the center of a big new

industry or activity.” 

"Almost every day since I 
have been governor some 
facet of this state’s great 
need for an all-out water 
program has been brought to 
my attention,” the Governor 
commented later. 

“We are going to need 
every available dollar in the 
investment fund to get a 
truly state-wide water pro¬ 
gram under way that will 
meet all requirements. That 
$160 million is the down 
payment on California’s fu¬ 
ture.”

HE SAID he was confident 
that the long delay in get¬ 
ting under way on a state¬ 
wide program would end in 
this session of the Legisla¬ 
ture. 

Gov. Brown also made 
clear that dedication of the 
investment fund would not 
interfere with tidelands oil 
revenues which are now as¬ 
signed to beach and park 
development. 

“That comes off the top 
before the revenues go into 
the investment fund and it 
will continue to do so,” he 
declared.
